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LIFE AND THE NEWS 


In the four short months since LIFE began, a 
King Emperor abdicated; the most powerful individual 
in Asia suffered the most extraordinary kidnapping in 
history; a triumphant President of the United States 
travelled 20,000 miles via Buenos Aires to his inau- 
guration in a downpour. 


Russia got a new constitution and executed 
another batch of its most famous men; the House of 
Orange arranged for an heir; the Supreme Court of the 
United States was made to feel its age; a record-breaking 
flood swept down the Ohio; and America was intro- 
duced to something newer than swing-music—the Sit- 
Down-Strike. 


These and a dozen other events of more im- 
portance, or less, made Big News Stories. Not all of 
them made notably Big News-Picture Stories. But some 


did. In a few cases the biggest news-stories were pri- 
marily Big News-Picture Stories. And in nearly every 
case some part of the big story was told more eloquently 
in a few pictures than in a thousand words. 


LIFE is the only serious journal which devotes 
itself to the art of communication-by-pictures. As such, 
LIFE finds itself increasingly occupied with the major 
events of contemporary history. 


In LIFE’s short life, the most striking example of 
collaboration between news and pictures was perhaps 
the Sit-Down-Strike. Here was a new phrase in Labor's 
vocabulary, a new tactic in its battle. What the Michi- 
gan Sit-Downers looked like when they sat, how they 
looked the first day—the twenty-ninth day—how they 
hung out of factory windows to chat with friends and 
family, how they slept, ate, shaved, didn’t shave—in 
most people’s mental memory there was nothing to 
draw on for the answers. LIFE thus supplied a whole 
set of new visual data, which became for all time part 
and parcel of its reader’s personal horde of images. And 
people liked it, wanted it—‘to see life, to see the world, 


to eyewitness great events... .” 


And there was The Flood. But there had been 
floods before. There was the Johnstown-Pittsburgh 
Flood a year ago—and it made some good pictures. But 
between the Flood of 1936 and the Flood of 1937, there 
was a ten-year advance in picture-journalism—one of 
those sudden leaps which occur in the development of 
every art or technic. Compared with the visualization 
of this year’s flood, last year’s flood was hardly seen at 
all. This forward-leap was mainly a credit to newspaper- 
picture-services. But only in LIFE was the full effect 
of this new reportage visible. 


News-picture-services join with LIFE in promis- 


ing that the next flood will be even more effectively 
visualized. And LIFE predicts that when a few more 
floods are properly reported by pictures, America will 
decide that there shall be no more floods. 


One more example from these four months. 
Chiang Kai-shek, overlord of 400,000,000 Chinese was 
kidnapped. It turned out that the kidnapping had 
really very little to do with the kidnapper; it had 
everything to do with a vast mysterious roving military 
society called The Chinese Communists. Almost 
nothing precise and definite had been known about 
this extraordinary nation-within-a-nation until LIFE 
published completely documented pictures of them— 
their male and female leaders and their way of life. 
Chiang Kai-shek’s eventual deal with these people is 
the most important Asiatic event within a year.

Looking backward through four months, LIFE 
finds no need to force a pictorial quality into the news 
by sheer willpower or photographic sleight of hand. 
Some important news is not essentially pictorial now 
and never will be. But so much of the history of our 
times demands a telling-by-pictures that the problem 
is how to get it all into the big pages of LIFE. And as the 
art of communication-by-pictures improves, this prob- 
lem will become greater. 


Already the amount of News-Picture Stories 
which LIFE has tried to cope with adds up to a sizeable 
quantity of the worlds news-events. A quantity compre- 
hensive enough so that some mythical LIFE reader set 
off on a desert island without newspapers, radio, tele- 
phone, or other means of communication, might have 
got, from LIFE alone, a fair idea of what was going on 
in the world.

‘and my grandmother, when T told her, asked me if I was 
sure I was really in love; I solemnly answered “yes,” and 
yet I know now that it was years later before I understood 
what being in love was or what loving really meant.” 


Ava Eleanor Roosevelt was born in New York 52 years ago. Daughter of 
the late Teddy Roosevelt's younger brother Elliott, she lived first in her 
father’s town house. Orphaned at 9, she was brought up by her maternal 
grandmother, Mrs. Hall (see opposite page, top), was taught to ride horseback 
properly, be a “little lady.”” She spent her summers on the Hudson, near such 
distaff relatives as the Livingstons and the De Peysters. At 15 she was sent 
to school in England where she stayed three years. She spent her vacations 
traveling on the continent. Shortly after her return to the . She became 
engaged to her distant cousin, Franklin Roosevelt.

Aan Eleanor Roosevelt Roosevelt is currently 
famed not only as a First Lady but as a prime mover 
in educational, sociological and political affairs, but 
in the early days of her marriage she was primarily 
a wife and mother.

WITH HOLY MYSTERIES AND PRICELESS JEWELS, ENGLAND WILL CROWN HER NEW KING 


0 are exclusive color pictures 
of some of England’s Crown Jewels which figure 
in the Coronation of His Majesty King George VI 
and his Queen Consort Elizabeth at Westminster 
Abbey on May 12, 1937. Contrary to popular 
belief, this ancient rite which will fill 2,000,000 
ors to London with awe, does not make young 
George any more of a King and Emperor than he 
already was the moment his brother Edward abdi 
cated in his favor. What it does, in the eyes and the 
hearts of the King’s subjects, is to impart to His 
Majesty new and sacred attributes. Across the long 
centuries these are indissolubly bound up with the 
English King who came to be called St. Edward the 
Confessor. It was the sacred character of the 
Coronation, more than anything else, which made it 
impossible” for Edward VIII to continue King 
‘er Cromwell and his ruthless men in the 17th 
Century were the great interruptors of nearly a 
thousand years of English tradition. ‘They not only 
dislodged the Monarchy but they also laid violent 
hands upon, broke up, stole and dispersed virtually 
the whole of the Crown Jewels. Commoner Crom 
well even caused the records of previous Coronations 
to be destroyed. Today it is possible that parts of 
the Ampulla which holds the Coronation “balm” 
and parts of the Anointing Spoon into which the 
balm is poured (see p. 38) date from before Oliver 
Cromwell. It is impossible that any other appurte- 
nances of the Coronation or Crown Jewels date from 
the time of St. Edward who died in 1066. 

What is now spoken of as St. Edward’s Crown 
(see opposite page), is believed to have been made by 
the Court Jeweler Sir Robert Vyner in 1661 for the 
English Coronation of Charles II when he was 


restored to the throne. Nevertheless the Stone of 
Scone, so long the talismanic emblem upon which 
Scottish kings were crowned, today is part of the 
Coronation Chair in Westminster Abbey. 

The holy Coronation rite is witnessed by about 
7.700 people inside the Abbey. From age to age 
curious alterations to the ceremony creep in and out 
imperceptibly. Yet the variations are but those of 
light and shade and the gist of it all remains the 
same as it has been for 1,000 years, 
the first stage of the Coronation is called The 
Preparation. “Early care” is taken on the morning 
of the great day to unscrew the neck of the Ampulla 
or gold eagle and fill it with the balm and holy oil 
also called “chrism” or Holy Cream. This is a mix- 
ture of balm and olive oil reverently consecrated 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury. At the right 
moment it is poured out of the gold eagle’s beak and 
into the spoon. The Ampulla and the Spoon lie 
waiting upon the Altar of the Abbey. 

The Entrance is accomplished when the King 
arrives in his Crimson Robe of State with its enor- 
mous ermine collar and wearing the Cap of Mainte- 
nance. This scarlet headgear is edged with a band of 
miniver and is roughly the same shape and volume 
as the Crown. The King mounts the raised platform 
or “scaffold” and the Dean and Chapter of West- 
minster enter, bearing on cushions made of cloth of 
gold St. Edward’s Crown, the Orb, the Sceptre with 
the Dove, the Sceptre with the Cross, St. Edward's 
Staff, the Chalice and the Bible. As the Sword and 
Spurs are of a different character, they are not pr 
sented before the Archbishop of Canterbury though, 
as knightly emblems, they play a vital part in the 
Coronation. What is called The Recognition is a 


demonstrative hailing of the King by aristocratic 
urchins of Westminster School, after the Archbishop 
of Canterbury has asked whether all present in the 
Abbey do recognize their King. The fortunate 
Westminster schoolboys have by ancient custom 
just about the best seats for the Coronation, high 
up and directly commanding full view of the 
Scaffold. 

A Litany is followed by the Communion service. 
is The Sermon, ordained by tradition to 
Holy Communion is held by Church 
of England authorities to “pervade in spirit” the 
subsequent series of complicated offices which mainly 
constitute The Coronation. The King upon the Arch- 
bishop's invitation goes to the Altar, takes The 
Oath, kisses the Bible and signs the oath. It is this 
oath which before May 12 will have been brought 
into harmony with the fact that the British Com- 
monwealth of Nations is now an exceedingly broad 
constellation of lands, peoples and faiths. 

The Sovereign is next decorously divested of his 
garments to an extent permitting him to stand tech- 
nically “naked” in the house of God. (Even Queen 
Victoria had to be stripped down to inconsequential 
underwear for the sacred procedure of anointing.) 
‘The spectators in the Abbey see nothing of this 
core of sacred mystery, for Knights of the Garter 
hold up rich cloth of gold like a screen around the 
Sovereign. The consecrated chrism is now poured 
from the Ampulla into the Spoon. The Archbishop 
dips his fingers in it and anoints the King as a cleric 
being elevated to the rank of Bishop is anointed 
His Majesty is thus crossed with holy oil on the 
head, the breast and the palm of each hand.

‘The Lord Chamberlain then gives 
the Sword of State to be laid in 
St. Edward's Chapel while the 
Archbishop is handed another 
sword which he delivers to the 
King. ‘This symbolizes perfectly 
that the King has become a 
persona mizta or “mixed person” 
in whom are merged the temporal 
and the divine. 


‘This symbolism, very essence 
of the Coronation, continues as 
the Mantle of cloth of gold (richly 
adorned with the Eagle of Empire, 
yet foursquare like an ecclesiasti- 
cal cope) is “put on” the King 
by the Dean but the Lord Cham- 
berlain “girds” him. In succes- 
sion now, the Sovereign receives: 
1) the Orb with the Cross, signil 
ing that he holds the world in his 
hand and rules it, but under the 
Cross of the merciful Savior: 
2) the Ring, its great sapphire 
slashed with a cross of rubies and 
marking in many minds the “ mar- 
riage” of the Sovereign and his 
people in the Abbey; 3) the 
Sceptre with the Cross and 4) the 
Sceptre with the Dove. The King 
at this point has had to lay aside 
the Orb, as he is now holding two 
sceptres, one in each hand. 

The King seats himself in the 
Coronation Chair of St. Edward 
the Confessor and directly be- 
neath the wooden seat is the 
Stone of Scone, potent talisman 
of mystery. Higher clergy of the 
Church of England take the view 
that only in the last two centuries 
has “crowning” assumed even in 


the popular English mind any- 
thing like the importance of 
“anointing.” Every eye is riveted 
on St. Edward's Crown as it is 
brought by the Dean of West- 
minster to the Archbishop of 
Canterbury. He elevates it with 
solemnity, lowers it to rest upon 
the royal brow. The King is 
crowned! ‘Trumpets sound a 
mighty fanfare and two miles

Now the 
Sovereign's royal Consort is 
anointed, receives her Crown, 
then her sceptres. After the King 
and Queen are blessed, a Te Deum 
Laudamus is chanted and the 
King is then ready to leave the 
Abbey proper.
